KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing, These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc, Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such, 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final iterns, 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the" digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

King is best known for his leadership 
of Canada throughout the Great Depression and the Second World War. He played 
a major role in laying the foundations of the Canadian welfare state and established 
Canada’s international reputation as a middle power fully committed to world order. 


With a total of 21 years and 154 days in office, he remains the longest-serving prime 
minister in Canadian history.

At the time, 
George IV was serving as regent during his father’s, George III, mental illness. Signed 
by William of Orange, as well as John Colborne. William II (December 1792 — 17 
March 1849) was King of the Netherlands, Grand Duke of Luxembourg, and Duke of 
Limburg. William II was the son of William I and Wilhelmine of Prussia. When his 
father, who up to that time ruled as sovereign prince, proclaimed himself king in 1815, 
he became Prince of Orange as heir apparent of the Kingdom of the Netherlands. With 
the abdication of his father on 7 October 1840, William II became king. During his 
reign, the Netherlands became a parliamentary democracy with the new constitution 
of 1848. He entered the British Army, and in 1811, as a 19 year old aide-de-camp in 
the headquarters of Arthur Wellesley, 1st Duke of Wellington, was allowed to observe 
several of Wellington’s campaigns of the Peninsular War. Though not yet 20, the young 
prince, according to the customs of the time, was made lieutenant colonel on 11 June 
1811 and colonel on 21 October that year. On 8 September 1812 he was made an aide- 
de-camp to the Prince Regent and on 14 December 1813 promoted to major-general. 
He returned to the Netherlands in 1813 when his father became sovereign prince, 
and in May 1814 succeeded Sir Thomas Graham as the highest-ranking officer of the 
British forces stationed there. Just a few months after this warrant was issued, William 
of Orange went on to be promoted to lieutenant-general in the British Army. Field 
Marshal John Colborne, 1st Baron Seaton, GCB, GCMG, GCH, PC (Ire) (16 February 
1778 — 17 April 1863) was a British Army officer and colonial governor. After taking part 
as a junior officer in the Anglo-Russian invasion of Holland, Sir Ralph Abercromby’s 
expedition to Egypt and then the War of the Third Coalition, he served as military 
secretary to Sir John Moore at the Battle of Corunna. He then commanded the 2nd 
Battalion of the 66th Regiment of Foot and, later, the 52nd Regiment of Foot at many 
of the battles of the Peninsular War. At the Battle of Waterloo, Colborne on his own 
initiative brought the 52nd Regiment of Foot forward, took up a flanking position in 
relation to the French Imperial Guard and then, after firing repeated volleys into their 
flank, charged at the Guard so driving them back in disorder. He went on to become 
commander-in-chief of all the armed forces in British North America, personally leading 
the offensive at the Battle of Saint-Eustache in Lower Canada and defeating the rebel 
force in December 1837. After that he was high commissioner of the Ionian Islands and 
then Commander-in-Chief, Ireland. Rare and fascinating piece of early 1800s military

Young’s business practices and 
practice of living in New York City soon brought him into conflict with other church 
authorities. In 1888, Joseph F. Smith accused Young of unethically using church funds to 
maintain a lavish lifestyle. He resigned from the position of counselor to the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles in 1891. Rulon S. Wells was a Utah politician and was a general 
authority of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. Rare and historic early

He went on to become Secretary of State for Texas from 1853 to 
1857, was appointed Texas State Commissioner of Claims in 1858, and served as Lieutenant Governor from 1859 until 1861. When Governor Sam Houston refused to take the oath of allegiance 
to the Confederate States after Texas’s secession from the Union, Clark succeeded to the governorship for the remaining eight months of Houston’s term. He ran for reelection, but after losing 
the governor’s race by 124 votes to Francis Lubbock, Clark joined the 14th Texas Infantry as a colonel and was later promoted to brigadier general after being wounded in battle. He fled briefly 
to Mexico at the end of the American Civil War, but returned home to Marshall, Texas, where he died. His grave in the Marshall City Cemetery is marked with a historical mark. The framed 
items include: a business card and photograph of J. Edward Clark. Clark; a cover of a letter he sent to President Abraham Lincoln, without the contents; a cover addressed to J. Edward Clark 
office of U.S. Provisional Marshall in New Orleans Louisiana; a U.S. Senate invitation to witness the Impeachment of President Andrew Johnson on May 6th, 1868.

Taft served for a year as ea 
assistant prosecutor, trying his share of routine cases. He resigned in January 1882 after 
President Chester A. Arthur appointed him Collector of Internal Revenue for Ohio’s First 
District, an area centered on Cincinnati. Taft refused to dismiss competent employees 
who were politically out of favor, and resigned effective in March 1883, writing to Arthur 
that he wished to begin private practice in Cincinnati. Taft was elected president in 1908, 
the chosen successor of Theodore Roosevelt, but was defeated for reelection in 1912 by 
Woodrow Wilson after Roosevelt split the Republican vote by running as a third-party 
candidate. In 1921, President Warren G. Harding appointed Taft to be chief justice, a 
position he held until a month before his death. ............ccceeceeeseeeseseeeeeeeteeeeeees Est. $200-400 492 
492 Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers Pension & Insurance 
Certificates, 1920 Cleveland, Ohio, 1920.
